John Whannell, drug addict, ar-

At the present time Whannell is 
on a remand given by Magistrate 
Col. P. C. H, Primrose for possession 
of drugs. A charge of theft of a 
cheque from Nagel’s Cafe in Peace 
River will arrive in the city tonight. 


FALSE ROBBERY REPORT 

Whannell first came to the at- 
tention of city police when he re- 
ported early Monday morning that 
while he was absent, $59 had been 
stolen from his hotel room. When 
detectives questioned him he ad- 
mitted that the money had not been 
stolen, claiming instead that he had 
lost it. Pressed for details he con- 
fessed that he had the money still 
in his possession, $15 of which was 
made up in silver. He was booked 
in on a charge of spreading false 
information and when a pack of 
what was believed to be narcotics 
was found on him, he was charged 
with possession of drugs, 


REMANDED MONDAY 
He appeared in court Monday and 
was remanded without plea to Wed-

nesday, when the case was set over 
to Friday. 
The second remand was given 


when it was learned of the charge 
at Peace River and city police re- 
linquished their possession of the 
prisoner when Mounted Police ask- 
ed for his custody.

FRANCE GIVES 
VITAL BLOW

GENEVA, May 31. — France 
yesterday just about administered 
the finishing stroke to a dying 
world disarmament conference, 
A vigorous British plea that the 
conference get down to brass 
tacks, or else quit making 
speeches and hindering other 
efforts at solving tae trouble- 
some arms question, ran smack 
into a French stone-wall.

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The Heart-Break of Slow Motion 


Recovery 
By R. T ELLIOTT. K.C, 


On the North American continent, in approximately uniform 
proportion of unemployed to population, upwards of ten million 
people remain out of work in Canada and the United States 


Getting these people back to work is impossible under existing 
tariff conditions. A one-way trade has definite limits on the 
quantities of commodities which will move outwards. The profits 
which commerce makes from imports are wiped out. The buying 
in order to get what one wants is drastically cut down to a basis 
of buying what one need: 


Spending government money, even on the gigantic United 
States scale is only touching forty per cent of those who fell into 
unemployment up to the end of 1930. And in that forty percent 
there is the friction of labor turnover; the getting of work for 
which the individual is unsuitable with the consequence of falling 
out of employment again. This is a serious cause of friction in 
cities. 


The net result is absolute proof that Government is not Busi- 
ness. Any Government constituting itself business by tariff con- 
trol and special privilege will always destroy trade, commerce, 
and employment. 


The United States and Canada are shutting off north and 
south trade and movement of population on this continent by 
tariffs which have been definitely proven to be trade destroying 
and employment destroying to both nations. 


Any suggestion to open up trade between the two nations is 
met by the howl that some artificial protected industry will be 
hurt; its total number of employees being less nothing in compar- 
ison with a general bringing back of national welfare 


The result is slow-motion recovery, with strikes, riots and 
labor troubles generally; and with a nation-wide growth of 
Socialism. More government regulation and continuance of high 


tariffs certainly means increase of Socialism continuously, and, 
within a comparatively short time, Socialist control of the major- 
ity of the electors

spoken man, a well-groomed sol- 
dier, “If you keep yourself re- 


spectable and look decent you can't 
get anything,” he says. He is a 
carpenter by trade. @ | 


CUT OFF RELIEF 


He was cut off relief on March 
21, having received a remittance of 
$7 for food early in that month. | 
Since then he has had nothing on 
which to live. “If I don’t get some 
help soon I'll be without drinking 
water,’ he told press representa- 
tives. He has a wife and 13-year- 
old child to provide for 

When he first came to the con- 
tact committee, on May 22, he was 
given $5 by Col. T. C, Sims from 
the canteen fund of the Canadian 
Legion With this he purchased 
food and says he has enough to last 
for two days more. 

Having come to Edmonton 20 
years ago, he has lived in his pre- 
sent home for the past five years 
just outside the city limits, within 
the boundary of Spruce Grove M.D 

“Before I came to the contact 
committee,” he said, “I phoned R 
Johnson, who is a councillor and 
chairman of the municipal relief 
committee. I asked him if the 
notice that my relief was cut off 
was final | 


BROKE PROMISE TO CALL 

“He said it wasn't if my circum: | 
stances had altered. I said they had 
and I had no subsistence whatever 

“He promised to call in and see 
me on May 25 but twice since that 
time he has driven past my house 
and has not come near me. 

“When I came to the Contact 
Committee they sent me to the pro- 
vincial relief department. An offi- 
cial there phoned Johnson and he 
said he would see the reeve that 
night. I have heard no more.” 

W. J. Williams, of the Contact 
Committeee, stated that he had 
phoned Johnson on Tuesday of this 
week, “Johnson told me I didn't 
know what I was talking about, 
that he had sold his farm and was 
getting money from it.” 

Relating the circumstances per- 
taining to his farm, he said that he 
had a $700 equity in the farm, the 
first mortgage being held by the 
Soldier Settlement Board. 


RENT 11 MONTHS BEHIND | 

“Last November 1 got about $100 
from the farm. I i:inmediately paid 
out $50 of that for back rent, but I 
am still 11 months in arrears, al- 
though the rent is not being press- 
ed, The balance I spent on food, 
fuel and some necessary clothing. 
Since then I have received nothing.” 

He received regular relief for 
three months last summer, he states, 
amounting to $8 a month for rent 
and $8 to live on 

“The councillors are just dodging 
their responsibility wherever they 
can,’ he said. 

“It is the old game of ‘buck-pass- 
ing’”, Mr. Williams said. “He can't 
get any action because of red tape.”
